Tho lake Itself U In places 2,000 feet 
deep, und parts of the wall rise above 
itn water another 2.0(10 feet. 
A res- 


toration of the mountain in fancy, us- 
ing as a basis the nuKlcs of the lower 
slopes, which still remain, shows that 
the tipoi could not have been far trom 
15.000 foot In height, no that Mount 
Muv.iii'.i'.i wax one of the most lofty and 
majestic ticalcs in the Xlnltcd States.—

est service, \n the principal wood ex- 
Vorted from tills country. It Is said to 
;>e the favorite wood among Insular 
manufacturers for flooring, celling, sid- 
ing, cornice, shelving, tlnlrfu and boat 
work. 
Makers of furniture demand 


California redwood and sugar pine, 
southern quarter Hawed oak, eastern 
ash. siiKiir maplo and western white 
pine. 


Tonr woods, principally conifers and 


oaks, ico Into flu* construction of boats, 
for framing parts, masts, spars, inte- 
rior trim, plunking boat crooks and 
tiller handles. Meat blocks aro made 
from Bugar maple, which with syca- 
nioiv supplies the entire demand in 
the United States.

Some Forms of Vegetable Life Have 


the Power of Choice.
